POSTWAR BUSINESS. OUTLOOK 
Amid the din of prognostlcnllon.s on whith- 
er Riisso-Amcrlcan relations after the war, 
Eric Johnston, president of the U. 8. Cham- 
ber of Commerce, seems to have put his fin- 
ger on the governing factor when he brought 
up the question of postwar trade on his trip 
to the U.S.S.B.

One 
American correspondent reported that not a 
single enterprise In south Russia's Iron and 
steel Industry escaped damage. 

To set Its Industry In motion ngaln, llu.isla 
will need to Import capital goods. We have 
the machine tools lor railroad, automobile 
and nlr transport equipment, the latest ma- 
chinery for producing high octane gasoline 
and (ho oU well nnd refinery eriulpment and 
other producers' goods that Russia needs. 

Harry Hopkins has estimated that Ameri- 
can exports to Russia after the war will 
flttiount to 575(3,000.000 annunUy. 

In return, Rus.sin win send us manganese, 
platinum, iridium and chrome ore, and. the 
fiklhs, furs, bristles find tobacco that have al- 
wnya been in demand here. 

Regardless of dirrcrcnccs In political ideol- 
ogy, business relations between our country 
nnd the Soviet should be most cordial in the 
postwar period.
